convention votes. 


Keports Disconcerting. 

The administration is keeping in touch 
with Hughes through the medium ot. 
newspaper correspondents of pro-admin- 
‘istration publications. Their reports 
during the last few days, especially since 
the Chicago and St. Paul speeches, have 
been anything but satisfactory to the 
Democratic leaders. At the cabinet meet- 
ing today these reports were discussed at 
length.

Admiral Sir Oyprian Bridge, the great British 
naval expert, calls our naval measure now in on- 
ference moderate. And so it is, if we consider our 
real naval conditions of defense, our responsibilities

In a summary the senate bill, which follows the 
recommendations of the experts, appears more am- 
bitious than in fact it is. When after a cessation 
of building we suddenly propose to build ten dread- 
naughts, six battle cruisers, and other lesser though 
essential craft there appears to be a tremendous en- 
largement, enough to drive, an anti-militarist into ¢ 
padded cell. But this program would not be com- 
pleted as to mere building until 1922 and the last 


In other words, we shall not have our fleet 
brought up to the standard proposed in this pro- 
gram for seven years. Considering the rapidity 


readjustment sure to follow serious 
confront us, this naval preparation is, to say the 
least, none too rapid. On the contrary, with world 
relations in a state of seismic disturbance and with

O many thousands of Americans of 
modest means, but of credulous 
minds, have been induced by 

” shyster lawyers and other un- 
scrupulous individuals to contrib- 
ute their good American dollars to the 
prosecution of their alleged claims as 
heirs to the mythical $600,000,000 es- 
tate of England's great naval hero, Ad- 
miral Sir Francis Drake, who flourished 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, that the 
death this week of his lawful heir, Sir 
Francis Fuller Biliott Drake, in his 
G@ightieth year, is likely to arouse a con- 
siderable amount of interest in this 
country. : 

As Sir Francis, who was formerly a 
captain of the Royal Horse guards, leaves 
no son, his baronetcy becomes -extinct 
and his estates go to his only child, a 
daughter, married to Lord Seaton. Since 
she has no children it is-probable that on 
her demise she will leave the estates 
which she has inherited from her father 
to her cousin, Thomas Briscoe, son of 
the elder sister of the late Sir Francis. 
Thomas Briscoe will then, in accordance 
with the usual custom in such cases, oh- 
tain from the crown a license to assume 
the name of Elliott Drake, and the ar- 
morial bearings of his late uncle, and 
may possibly in the long run secure a re- 
‘vival in his favor of the Drake baronetcy. 

The Drake estates, all told, do not ex- 
tend over 6,000 acres of land ajltuated 
in Devonshire. The late Sir Francis wes 
not a direct descendant of England's 
Elizabethan naval hero, for the simple 
reasqn that the latter left no descendants, 
The American claimants to the mythical 
Drake fortune base their pretensions on 
the supposition that the great admiral 
left sons, John and Francis. The lat- 
ter, and the older one of the two, it is as- 
serted, inherited his father’s property 
and passed it on to his heirs in the male 
line dtrect until the termination of the 
line, whereupon the property, ae well as 
the title, according to the fantastic story, 
should have reverted to the descendants 
of John, the younger son of the famous 
Elizabethan sea fighter. The members of 
the Drake Estate association of the 
United States claim to be the lineal heirs 
and descendants of this John Drake; and 
it is on this pretension that they base their 
demands.

great Sir Francis Drake, although twice 
married, died without children. In his 
will, dated May 17, 1596, London, the

This Lord Heath- 
field and his wife, Anne Drake, had be- 
sideg their only son, who died as second | 
and last Lord Heathfield, a daughter 
named Anne Elliott, married to John 
Drayton Fuller of Ashdown house, Sus- 
pex. 

Their son, Thomas Fuller, inherited on 
the death of his uncle, the second Lord 
Heathfield, not only the Elliott property, 
but also the Drake estates, and in accord - 
ance with the terms of the will of the fifth 
Drake baronet, assumed the name ané 
the armorial bearings of the Drake fam 
fly. He was a distinguished veteran of 
the Peninsular war, and, partly by reason 
ef his ownership of the Drake estates, 
was created a baronet by George IV. He 
also died without issue, and on his demise 
his baronetcy and the Drake and Elliott 
estates went to his nephew, Francis 
Fuller, who was also obliged to secure 
a royal license in 1870 to assume the name 
and arms of Elliott and Drake, which 
converted him from Sir Francis Fuller 
into Sir Francis Elifott Drake.

The great Elizabethan Admiral Sir 
Francis Drake had, in addition to his 
brother Thomas, still another brother, 
John, who commanded the warship Swan 
in the British attack on Vera Cruz. Pos- 
sibly he may have remained on this side 
of the Atlantic. But even if that were 
the case, and if the Drakes in the United 
States, members of the Drake Estate aa- 
sociation, were his legitimate descendants 
they would have no claim whatsoever 
upon the Drake property in Devonshire 
or elsewhere that may have belonged to 
the admiral. For no mention is made by 
the latter in his will of his brother John. 
the property being explicitly ueathed 
to his nephew, Francis, the of his 
elder brother Thomas. 

From him the property and name passed 
down, not altogether in the direct male 
line, but sometimes through the female 
line, yet always by virtue of wills, deeds 
of. settlement, and patents of the crown, 
which are perfectly valid in law, and that 
cannot be upset by any legal process, to 
Lady Seaton, as the only child of Sir 
Francis Elliott Drake. 

Lord Seaton, whose wife now becomes 
owner of the Drake and Elliott estates, 
is the third baron of his line;‘the peerage 
having been created in favor of Field 
Marshal Sir John Colborne, one of the 
heroes of the Peninsular war, and whose 
Gecisive movement with the infantry | 
brigade under his command 1s declared 
by history to have secured the definite’ 
victory of the English at Waterloo. Later 
on he was gevernor general of Canads 
and was succeeded by his eldest son, who 
was also a general in the army. The pres- 
ent Lord Seaton is likewise a soldier by 
profession, a veteran of the Boer war. 
and rejoined the army immediately on the 
outbreak of the present international con-, 
flagration. Being childless, his peerage 
will pass on his demise to his younger 
brother, Col. the Hon. Francis Colborne, 
who has been equerry in waiting to Prin.

THE TRAINMEN’S So. 

Sheridan, Wyo., Aug. 9.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—I am very much surprised at 
the tone of your editorials on the eight 
hour day controversy. As to compensa- 
tion, take the statement of the compa- 
nies which has been run as advertise- 
ments. On all the roads in the west the 
freight conductor earned in 1915 an aver- 
age of $1,905. Let us analyse this. 

In che first place, he lo away from home 
about 7% per cent of his time and has to 
meet hotel expenses. He is paid in 
through freight service—and this is the 
main buik of the business—41.8 cents an 
hour, or $4.18 for 100 miles or ten hours. 
If he works every workday in the year he 
would have to work fourteen hours and 
fifty minutes each day to earn $1,936. I 
presume the companies’ answer to this 
would be that he makes his money by 
the mile. If so, why do they object to the 
proposed eight hour day? 

It costs the companies $18.85 to pay an 
engineer, fireman, conductor, and two 
brakemen to move a train 100 miles, and 
if they move sixty cars that is about 30 
cents a car. It is immense, isit not? The 
fact u that never in the history of traffic 
Bas the cost of moving freight a ton mile 
been as cheap as at present as far as the 
wages of the train and engine men are 
concerned. 

As to the men being opposed to arbitra- 
tion, the old saying, “A burned child 
dreads the fire,” applies pretty generally. 
T have in mind à case on the Burlington 
where the men arbitrated and the arbi- 
trators in many cases decided that the 
passenger men must work for less com- 
pehsation than employés on other roads in 
similar territory, the Burlington receiving 
the same rates for carrying passengers 
as the other companies.

pealing to the emotions of a people to be 
swayed; all classes, high and low, before 
they were published, had entered the war; 
they were written by men who could not 
afford to jeopardize their intellectual in- 
tegrity by a willful manipulation of the 
facts to fit an issue. The idea of the 
volume is to present the facts and pose 
the questions that must be answered be- 
fore Germany has reached the national 
aim toward which it has been striving.

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Workaday Folk in 
a Pett Ridge Novel.

N the old days when Charles 
Dickens wrote the world 
was a very friendly place. 
The lowly lives were ideal- 
ized—or shall we say real- 
ized—and common folk 
knew themselves as being 
uncommon. Dickens had 
the supreme courtesy of per- 
ceiving that a mob was made up of in- 
dividuals. He did not write of the 
submerged tenth,” substituting a quota- 
ble phrase for a terrible, ever present 
and Ahrobbing fact. He took Little Jo, 
held up the wait's quivering soul and 
starved body for piteous inspection, and 
made for the submerged tenth hun- 
dreds of thousands of friends and

Without Dickens’ excesses in humor, 
tragedy, sentiment or passion there is 
nevertheless a living author, W. Pett 
Ridge, who has something of Dickens’ 
perception and method. Mr. Ridge does 
not write of the submerged, but he writes 
of a workaday folk. His gentle, wise 
heroine in “THE KENNEDY PEO- 
PLE” keeps a little shop; one of his 
kindly characters is a waiter in a res- 
taurant; the weak hero, after losing the 
fortune his father made for him, goes 
into the laundry business with his fat 
French mistress in Paris. The mightiest 
characters in the book, judged from a 
worldly standpoint, are men who import 
sugar or men who have moderate sized 
ironmongeries.

But there is enchantment in this book, 
and intimacy; there is truth and humor; 
wistfulness, the soul’s fine secrecy, the 
play of yearning mind on mind. No re- 
capitulation of the tale would be of any 
use to.you. The reader is made ac- 


quainted with three generations and 16 


made to feel that he could not have 
judged fitly of any one of them without 
having known all three. One settles 
down into the story as one does into life. 
Here are characters who make fine 
things gross; here, too, characters who 
transmute common things into gold by 
the alchemy of spirit. That the volume 
closes on a note of hope and achievement 
is well perhaps, yet immaterial. Good 
and evil, sorrow and happiness, greed 
and abnegation, attainment and loss con- 


tinually intermingle. They must always 


do so in Mr. Ridge’s stories, for there 
are transcripts of life—transcripts such 
as the highly pereeptive artist makes.

„In an hour when ye know not the 
black beetle is likely to put in an ap- 
pearance, and if not promptly fought he 
will speedily put an end to the prospect 
of flowers from the entire collection, for 
a more voracious pest never attacked any 
plant.
